FIFTEEN MINERS 


DASHED TO DEATH 


Cage in Stratton Mine at Victor, Col., 


Drops Down 
Fifteen-Hundred 


FootShaft-Horribly Mangled 


Victor, Col., Jan. 26.—By the fall- 


ing of a cage today in the Stratton 
Independence mine, located near tire 
center of this city, fifteen men are 
dead and one other severely Injured. 


In tho main shaft 
sixteen 
men 


were being hoisted in a cage from 
the sixth, seventih «.nd eighth levels. 


• When, the cage reached the surface 
the engineer, for some unexplained 
reason, was unable to stop tho en- 
gine and the cage with with iLs loao 
of human freight was drawn up into 
the gallows frame, where it became 


(lc|lodgod temporarily. 
The strain on 


ft-yTv-' cable finally caused it to part, 
• and tflio cage released shot down the 


shaft with terrific speed. Two of the 
occupants, L. P. Jackson and James 
Bullbek, had become entangled i:» 
the timber rods near the top of the 
gallows frame. Jackson was crushed 
to death by the sheave wheel falling 


upon him, while Bullbek had a mar- 
velous escape from 
de-ath, but re- 


ceived painful injuries and was res- 
cued from his perilous position. The 
other fourteen men were hurled to 
deatih down the 1,500 foot shaft. 


As soon as possible tha shift boss 


and a number of miners went down 
into the mine through another com- 
partment of the shaft. 
They found 


all fifteen dead, the bodies scattered 
at different points. Arms and bodiis 
had been torn, beads crushed and 
clothing stripped from the victims. 
From the 700-foot Itvel to the bot- 
tom tho shaft was spattered 
with 


blood, while here 
and there were 


found pieces of flesh clinging to tho 
projections. 
At the bottom of the 


shaft stands twenty-five feet of water 
and into this the cage plunged carry- 
ing some of tho men into the water 
with it.

August Lordier, for many years a 


well known citizen of Fort Wayne, 
died at 10 Tuesday morning at his 
residence, 1803 East Wnyiie street. 
Mr. Lordier was 69 years of age arid 
quite wealthy, his holdings Including 
considerable Columbia- 
street busi- 


ness property, ns well as residences in 
other sections of the city. 


Death came as the termination of a 


1'iotr.icled illness, which had extend- 
ed over the greater portion of 
two 


years, and was due to a complication 
of diseases. In August of 1902 ha 
sustained a stroke of paralysis, later 
l'o!low<?rl by n second nttick, and oth- 
er complications which developed rap- 
idly encroached upon his vitality. For 
many weeks the patient lias been bed- 
fast, and his death was not unexpect- 
ed. His only child, a son, Frank J. 
Lordier, died but a month ago. 


Mr. Lordier was a native of Franco, 


having been born at Lourds, depart- 
ment of Hontsonne, December 12, 
1834. 
He came with Ills parents to 


America in 1847, landing at New 
Orleans during the memorable floods 
of that year, which wero among tho 
most severe in the history of tho low- 
er Mississippi region.

But to the 
man who heard the wailing in the 
early hours just before dawn, when 
the wives and mothers believed that 
some news would come, the grief that 
has now become more intense is bet- 
ter understood.

group of women with shawls nibout 
their heads'would gather silently at 
the mouth of the shaft and watch the 
work there. It was always men "go- 
ing down," nnd their eyes were look- 
ing for the upward load of tile dread- 
ed bucket. Two or three trips seem- 
ed to satisfy them tho time had not 
yet come and with strange words in a 
strange tongue, would turn away.

Already four men are known to he 


dead, among them Selwin M. Taylor, 
of this city, who was the first of the 
rescue party to reach the bottom oi 
the shaft. 
His body was brought to

morning, and he had probably been 
dead two hours. 


HIS LIF^, A SACRIFICE. 


Taylor, who'was one of the best 


known mining engineers in western 
Pennsylvania, lost his life in an ef- 
fort to save the lives of the entombed 
men. 
He had planned and plotted 


the mine aoid was called by the Alle- 
gheny Coal company as the man best 
fitted to lead the forlorn hope. He 
went down into the mine bravely an-1 


ith him went four other men. One 


of them,George Ha.rvath,w.as brought 
from the pit but a short time before 
Taylor's lifeless body canio to thj 
surface. Another of the rescue party, 
Tom Wood, tried desperately to save 
his companions, but felt the deadly 
nausea coming on mid was forced to 
leave them to their fate. Then oth- | 
era tried the work two at a time. All 
night long they went up and down

main hoists were both blown out by 
the force of the explosion, but there 
were no living ones to save. Adolph

tire force df men, numbering seventy- 
five, were sent td the scene of. the 
explosion. 


MULE BLOWN 200 FEET. 


In the tipple at the mouth of the 


shaft were the weighmoster and three 
assistants. Several cars of coal had 
been, brought out and work was pro- 
ceeding as usual when at 8:15 o'clock 
tho signal was given from the bot- 
tom of the shaft that another car was 
ready. 
The cage with, a mule on 


hoard was sent down. Just as tha 
cage reached the bottom of the shaft 
there was a terrific explosion and the 
cage was blown out of the shaft and 
through the top of the roof of 
the 


tipple, . wrecking the weighmaster's 
office and damaging other portions of 
the structure. The mule was blown 
200 feet from tho tipple. 
Its body 


was badly charred and mutilated. 
The cage remained in the wrecked 
tipple. All the 'men on t/he tipple 
v/ere more or less injured. The noise 
of the explosion had begun to bring 
people to the scene and the men at tho 
tipplo wero taken from the debris and 
sent 
to Cheswick.

After the injured 
men had been

Mr. Lowry was admitted to the bar, 
beginning at Goshen in that year the 
fiucoessful practice of his profession 
which extended over a period of fifty- 
Fi'ven years.

pointed by 
Governor Joseph 
A. 


Wright judge of the Elkhart, circuit 
court at Ooshen t-j fill a vacancy for 
an unexpjred term, and this marked 
the beginning of Judge Lowry's ca- 
reer upon the bench. 


FIHST 31ACE FOR CONGRESS. 
Very 
unexpectedly 
to 
himself, 


Judge Lowiy -was in 1836 nominated 
by the democrats of the Gosh en dis- 
trict as a candidate for 
congress. 


While he had been from the first 
identified politically with the demo- 
cratic party, Judge Lowry was not 
:in applicant for the ntunination, but 
he accepted 
and made 
Uie 
race, 


though the district wn-n largely re- 
publican and there -was practically no 
hope of election. 
The heavy repub- 


lican majority was 
almost 
wiped 


away, however, and Judge Lowry was 
defeated only by a very close vote. 


He remained in 1he practice of law 


at Goshen, but continued his active 
interest in political nffairs, and in 
1860 served as chairman ol' the tiem- 
ccratic state convention. 


Tho samo year, nlso, he was one 


of the four delegates-at-large from 
Indiana to the tlornncrat.ic 
national 


convention, which was held nt Balti- 
more. 
Judge Lowry Is believed to 


hnve been the last, of the- quartet of 
Indiana democrats who represented 
the state. .13 delcgatrKrat-largo In 
those memorable gatherings 
which 


assembled while the country was up- 
on the verge of a civil conflict that 
proved the most sanguinary the world 
has ever seen. 


PRACTICE IN CHICAGO. 


During the years 1861 and 1862, 


while still retaining residence at Go- 
shen and practice In Indiana, Mr. 
Zcwtry opened a law office hi Chicago 
and quickly acquired an extensive 
practice in that city. 


In 1804, •altiaough not inthe field as 


a candidate, he was nominated over 
two aspirants for the position of 
judge of the circuit •, then composed of 
Elkhart, Lagrange, Steuben, DeKalb, 
Noble, • Kosciuako, Whitley, Allen, 
Adams and Wells counties. He was 
elected, to the bench and Served two 
years. In 1806, while yet occupying 
the bench, <he was again nominated by 
the democrats for congress, but, as 
the district was strongly republican, 
IB was defeated. In 1868 he 
was 


again his party's nominee, but the 
republican majority 
had increased 


and he was again defeated. 


Judge Lowry had, in 1867, resumed 


his residence in Port Wayne, and this 
city was thereafter continuously his 
home until his death. 
The circuit 


over which he had formerly' presided 
aj judgt had been divided by legis- 
lative enactment; he was at the ex- 
piration of his term in 1870 ra-elect- 
ed judge of 'the circuit composed of 
the southern counties of 'his former 
c.'rcuit without opposition. 


He was a delegate-ai-large to tha 


democratic national convention in 
1872, which nominated Horace Oreo- 
ley for the presidency, and was for 
many years during this period of tho 
state's history frequently called into 
the highest councils of Ms party. In 
January, 1875, he resigned the cirvi.t 
judger,hip and resumed the (practice of 
la.w in Tort Wayne. ,is a membe - of the 
law 
firm 
of Lowry, 
Rohortuoii &. 


O'Rourke, composed of• Judge Lowry, 
Col. R. S. Robertson - and 
Edward 


O'Rourke, "now and for many years 
past judge of the Allen circuit court. 


WAS SUPERIOR JUDGE. 


After the creation of tfhe Allen eu- 
orior court, Governor James P. Wil- 
lanis, upon tho unanimous recom- 
mendation of the Fort Wayne bar, np- 
polnted Judge Lowry as judge of tho 
newly created court, when Judge Al- 
len dollars, who had boen originally 


lolnted, resigned 
after 
a 
few 


months service. In 1878 'ho was elect- 
ed to EUino position by a unanimous 
popular vote, a splendid tribute of thw* 
people to the widely recognized abil- 
ity of Judge Lowry as a jurist. He 
possessed not only a comprehensive 
knowledge of ftiho intricate points of 
the law, but judicial ability of a very 
hljrh order, nnd his decisions upon 
tho bench invariably carried much 
weight in ilia legal 
circles of tha 


state. While his election to tho su- 
ferior bench constituted his final ser- 
vice ns regularly elected judge, his 
services were In notable demand ns n 
spednl judge In intricate cases in this 
and ndjoining counties, where he wiia 
us widely and favorably known ns ij 
hir. homo county. Frequently ho wan 
called upon to preside both in cases 
of murder nnd in less criminal of- 
fenses nnd in civil actions involving 
extensive interests. It is undoubted- 
ly true that no attorney was during 
liis time more widely known through- 
out northern Indiana than was Judge 
Lowry. 


HONORED BY THE BAR. 


A splendid 
illustration of Judge 


dowry's high professional standing 
wns given in July, 1879, -when he wns 
elected tine first president of the In- 
riinna State Bar association, when 
;hat organization was formed. 


Ceaseless activity and tireless en- 


ergy have been characteristics of the 
career of this veteran of Uie Indiana 
bar. 
His legal ability was of the 


highest order, and he threw into Ms 
iractice an unwearied diligence in be- 
r*alf of the interests of hia clients. 
His was a trained intellect, remark- 
ably quick of perception and able to 
jrasp at once ttie intricacies of a legal 
iroblem and to sift it to the end. 


Stalwart of figure, somewhat stern 


n appearance and a vigorous ngfliter 
11 any cause which he esteemed to be 
4ight, Judge Lowry a,t the same time 
possessed a cordial manner, a quick 
wit and a personality tfliat inspired 
respect and confidence and won for 
lini enduring friendship. 


CAEEER IN CONGRESS. 


At tho expiration of his term as 


judge, of the superior court in 1882, 
Judge Lowry wns nominated for rep- 
resentative in congress by the demo- 
cratic convention of tfie Twelfth dis- 
trict which was held at Kendallville. 
He was successful at the polls nnd 
:ook his seat at the opening of the 
Forty-eighth congress. 
His republi- 


can opponent in the race wns Wesley 
!. Glasgow, of Lagrnnge. 
He was re-electsd to the Forty- 


ninth 
congress, receiving 19.503 


votes ns against 1G;957 for his re- 
publican competitor, Theron P. Kea- 
tor, then of Fort-Wayne. Judge Low- 
ry's career in congress was charac- 
terized by the snnte close application 
;o the duties of his position which 
lind characterized his private 
life. 


He wns unwenried in his efforts to 
faithfully servo the 
people of his 


district, nnd in congress was recog- 
nized as easily one of the forew.ost 
Members of the Indiana delegation. 
Ho w.is tho second member of the 
committee on elections, and held other 
nvportant committee appointments. 
During his term in congress Judge 
Lowry took an active interest in pro- 
curing appropriaticns for Hie govern- 
vicnt building in Fort. Wayne, the

DEFEATED IN 18U6. 


In 1886 Judge Lowry -was for Uie 


third time made the nominee of his 
party for congress -by the regular 
democratic convention which assem- 
bled at Auburn In that year, but in 
the election following he was defeat- 
ed for tho place by Capt. James B 
White, of Fort Wayne, the republi- 
can no-mine*. 
The principal cause 


for the democratic defeat 
in thai 


year was ascribed to an Implied ae- 
cislon four years previously that rep- 
resentatives from this district would 
be permitted to serve but two teims 
in congress. 


Judge Lowry, however, was suc- 


cessful in securing -the nomination til 
the Auburn convention in'the face of 
a rather Iftrge field of candidate. 
His success, however, angered a v- y 
considerable element 
of t3ie party 


which opposed the third term prac- 
tice, and the dissatisfied loaders bolt- 
ed rthe nomination, held a later con- 
vention and 
nominated Henry C. 


Stanley, of Noble county, as a candi- 
date for congress. 
In the division 


cf the democratic vote thus effected, 
Judge Lowry was defeated. 
He-was 


not again a.candldate for any public 
office, but quietly resumed the prac- 
tice of his profession in this city, and 
continued until stricken by his fatal 
illness. 


Judge Lorvry's law practice has al- 


ways 'been both extensive and remun- 
erative, and he applied hiraeeJf very 
closely to It. 
Often the litigation In 


which he w-is engaged was of the 
mpost important character, necessitat- 
ing extensive travel, and his practice 
embracing bnth the t-tate and federal 
courts. 
His professional standing 


Was always of die highest character, 
and. his advice and counsel WHS fre- 
quently sought in an advisory way 
by his brethren of the profession. Ac- 
tive and vigorous fcven when long 


t tho ordinary upan of A profes- 


sional career, Judge Lowry's life was 
remarkable in many ways. For 
many years he was recognized as one" 
of Indiana's foremost lawyers, and 
few held a more prominent place in 
i'he councils of any political party 
than he. 
In tho old d-.tya of McDon- 


ald, Hendricks and other notable In- 
riiana political lights, Judge Lowry 
was close to them OB a friend nnd his 
ndvicc was Fought in affairs of p?li- 
tlcs and of state. 


To the younger members of his pro- 


fession Judge Lowry gave unstinted- 
ly his encouragement, his advice and 
his counsel. 
His office, for a number 


of years on East Berry utrect, had 
teen removed but n «-hort lime before 
lie- wns stricken to a handsome suite 
if rooms in Uio Nindo block, nnd as- 
sociated In the ofF.ce with him was 
Attorney Hurry Hilgemann. 


HIS HOME LIFE. 


Judge Lowry was twice married, 


mid was the father of one son and 
three daughters.

Lowry, Jr., a young man of unusual- 
ly brilliant mental attainments, died 
while engaged In tflio publication of 
the Auhurn Courier something like 
twenty years ago.

His step was quick and elastic, his 
intellect as keen and his vigor np- 
parontly as unimpaired as that of 
most men thirty years his junior.

thousands of marks. Tho traders sell 
at first entirely on credit, not requir- 
ing any cash until they make latar 
trips. The improvident natives buy 
largely and repeatedly on these easy- 
terms and the merchants favor the 
system by extending and renewing 
the credits of the traders, sometimes 
to 15,000 marks. The traders finally 
begin collecting portions of the debts, 
taking cattle in payment and at tho 
same time Belling more goods in 
credit. The'natdves are often indebt- 
ed to several traders at once. Tho 
Frankfort Zeifcung-'s informant adds 
that he found the merchants took an 
average of 70 per cent profit on the 
transactions of the traders and the 
latter added 100 per cent and usually 
made 2O per cent more on the cattle 
which they took in payment. The 
traders further rouse the anger -o: 
the natives by seizing tho latter's 
cattle arbitrarily, without waiting 
for legal procedure. It is true t 
the authorities forbid this, but the 
natives usually do not 
complain, 


merely nursing their grievances, and 
if they do complain the police have 
difficulty in discovering the offend- 
ing traders.

As a society of physicians we am 


again reminded that death is no rt- 
Bpectcr of persons. It is as liable to 
enter our ranks as those of any other 
class of people.

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FIRE PANIC IN A 


TALL SKY-SCRAPER 


Flames Break Out in Twenty-Story 


Masonic Temple Building in Chi- 


cago; Contained 2,000 People 


SO LUES LOST UNO BUT FEW 


Chicago, Jan. 23.—Fire broke out | 


this afternoon in the Masonic Temple, j 
a twenty 
etory sky-scraper, 
one! 


equare east of the Iroquols theater, j 
Owing to the fact that upwards of 2,. 
000'people 
occupy the offices and1 


stores in the giant structure, the fire 
caused much excitement. 


The series of elevators surround- 


ing the rotunda in.the center of the 
building continued to run while the 
smoke and flames issued from 
tho 


windows in the fourth story, where 
the fire originated. The people were 
removed from the upper floors as rap- 
idly as possible. 
__Crre.at,crowds of spectators quickly 
surrounded tho Temple, being drawn 
from the fashionable shopping dis- 
trict of State street and adjoining 


f. thoroughfares. 
Tlie sight of tho 


; majestic structure through the clouds 


of smoke and flame was one long to 
bo remembered. 


Firemen were summoned 
by an 


alarm automatically sent iu from the 
rooms in which the fire began. The 
firameii quickly 
mado connections 


wi 111 the stationary standplpo in the 
building. Immediately tons of water 
flooded tho floors where tho smoke 
nnd blaze was thickest. 


The danger of the flames was In- 


creased by the suspected presence of a 
quantity of chemicals which occu- 
pants declared were stored near the 
place where the flames originated. 


GUARDS WERE STATIONED. 
Occupants of the building warned 


by the suffocating clouds of smoke 
that rose through the many-storied 
rotunda, nnd penetrated' every- corri- 
dor, lost no time in making efforts for 
safe exit. 
Guards v/ero stationed at 


each elevator landing on tho floor and 
the panic-stricken people were hur- 
ried from the building. 


The origin of tho fl.ro was in, an ex- 


plosion of chemicals in n, doctor's of- 


w lie a on tho fifth floor. Tho explosion 


was a sufficient notice of danger to 
the occupants of tho floors immediate- 
ly above and below, but was unheard 
.by hundreds of other persons in the 
vast structure, who received their 
.-warning when suddenly confronted 
with walls of dense smoke. 


Flames followed tho explosion and 


quickly spread to the floors above. 
Ken aiid women rushed wildly Cor the 
stairs and elevators. So rapidly did 
tho immense sky-scraper fill with 
smoke that the firemen found it al- 
most impossible to work within the 
walls. 


^ In a short time tho fire was raging 


on 
three floors containing 
many 


chemical establishments and doctors' 
offices. Further explosions vrcrc mo- 
mentarily feared. As at tho Iroquois 
catastrophe, Firo Marshal Mushani 
was soon personally on hand, and he 
quickly warned his men of tho dan- 
ger. 


LADDERS RAISED. 


Shortly after the arrival of the en- 


gines a ladder was raised at the 
southwest corner of the building nnd 
a fireman ascended to the fifth, flooi, 
whero the flr3 was burning. 
As ho 


broke tho window a cheer went -ujj 
from the crowd in the street which 
was repeated when, the fireman en- 
tered tho window and dragged a lead 


Y<of hose after him. 
' In tho height of the excitement tho 
crowds in the street saw -a man clad 
•in ft heavy overcoat step out on the 
fire escape of the fourteenth floor and 
begin to descend. 


Within the building the elevator 


men, 
by running 
their 
machines 


without ceaaing, sought to still the 
panic of hundreds who were seeking 
to escape. 


From tho top floor down the car- 


riers were jammed with passengers 
and a number of women fainted In 
the cars. 
The men for the most our', 


retained their senses. 
The elevator 


men stuck to their work like heroes 
and continued to run their lifts until 
it was said that every person was 
out of tho tiiildlng. 


Detachments of police were quickly
